Almost invariably he has an 
auieuu- 


ensis, and frequently more than one, 
to whom he dictates or gives in pretty 
full outline what he proposes 
to em- 
balm in print. 
Dunsen?who, 
despite 
his long residence 
in England and his 
identification with English life, never 
forgot his German 
method of author- 
ship?used 
to have 
half-a-dozen 


secretaries 
at work for him. 
All lie 
did was to give them the general di- 
rections, and they thus multiplied his 
years. 
Moreover, he had scholars 
at 
work for him, who lived in various 
parts of the country. 
He told them 
what points he wanted to fortify,what 
theses they must elaborate, 
and they 
did it gladly?for, 
poor, half-starved 


fellows, they knew that Bunsen could 
pay them well for their toil. 
Many 


of the more 
solid works 
in German 


literature are produced by the profess- 
ors in the universities. 
These men, 


almost to a unit, have 
the services 
of 


a promising student 
(or two) of 
lite- 


rary taste, who spends his spare hours 
in searching 
up authorities, conduct- 
ing correspondence, 
getting the 
mas- 
ters' own neiroglyphics into shape for 
the pi inter, and examining 
libraries 
far and near for information 
to pack 
into the volume in hand. 
While the 
real author 
is responsible 
for every 
word that goes out under his uame, 
and can justly claim the parentage 
of 
the whole idea and plan and scope 
of 
the work, he is spared 
much ot the 
drudgery incident to allbook-making, 
Whioh is not the immediate fruit of 
imagination. 
Where history is to b<3 


ransacked, 
facts 
to 
be grouped and 
matters 
of pure detail to be gleaned 


from 
various sources, 
often another 
could do better service than 
the au- 


thor. 
The real writer is the Powers 
who furnishes 
the 
model, 
and 
yet 


never himself 
uses 
the chisel 
on tlie 
block of marble, but takes good care to 
have the merely muscular part of tlie 
execution 
done 
by others. 
His eye 
goes over all carefully, but he saves 
his own physical 
energies from 
ex- 


haustion. 


The German 
author 
takes 
care to 


hav»* social refreshment. 
Without 
this he would soon fall amid the 
gi- 


gantic literary plans. 
He cultivates 


cltipahle qualities and has his circle of 
friends, 
with whom he spehds 
eve- 


nings and 
the afternoons 
of festive 


days. 
He seldom 
works with his pen 


at night, aud generally not after din- 
ner. 
He crowds 
his labors into the 


morning hours, and where 
he 
leaves 
anything for the afternoon it is gener- 
ally light matter--the 
trimming 
up 


of the grand trunk, he had felled 
bo- 


fore noon. 
Reading, 
comparing 
au- 


thorities, and 
such easy 
parts of his 


labor, he can 
do without weariness 


after his after-dinner smoke. 
But for 


dictation, dowuright 
authorship, 
he 


commouly 
takes the 
forenoon; 
and 
urgent must be your demand if you 
get a welcome 
from him then. 
He 


often has a placard on his door at this 
time exhorting all trespassers 
on his 


time not to enter unless thoir business 
is very important, and they are 
wil- 


ling to leave very soon again. 
His 
rule is to spend all his afternoons 
and 


evenings with his family or literary 
friends. 
He is a grand 
dinner-out; 


knows how to occupy two hours at the 
table and four or six hours in digest- 
ing what he rinds ou it. 
He plays all 


manner of games 
with his children, 


and serves as donkey and what-not for 
them; 
goes to the reading-room 
and 


drops asleep over the 
Vierleljahrsseh- 
rift; makes a foot_exeursion 
with his 


wife and 
children 
to a neighboring 


village, and wakes 
up next morning 


witii iifly brand 
new pages 
at his 


tongue's end. 
Thus he goes through 


his 
volume, 
half playing 
and 
half 


working, but always absorbing; 
and 


when he has finished it he does not 
need a journey to another continent to 
bring 
him 
elasticity, 
nor 
does 
he 


shiver like a slave beneath 
the critic's 


lash. 
His nerves are strong,his blood 


far from torpid, his spirits high, his 
brain ready for any tiling. 
He would 


begin a cyclopedia on the shortest 
uo- 


tice, and fulfill his publisher's 
best

A Santa Barbara Almond Orchard. 


The Santa Barnara/nde-csays: “ Mr. 
Oluistead, of Carpenteria, lias finished 
picking his crop of almonds. 
H e will 
liuve from his orchard this season over 
five tons of the Languedoc,or soft-shell 
almonds. 
Mr. Olm stead’s orchard is 
only four years old, and of course is not 
yet iu full bearing. 
H is trees boro a 
few nuts when two years old. 
The 
third year the average yield to tlie 
tree was about five pounds. Two rows 
in the orchard, covering ground equiv­ 
alent to two acres, th at received great 
care in planting and special culture, 
produced 2,000 pounds of dried almonds. 
This yield at the wholesale m arket 
price in Han Francisco for tlie soft- 
shell almonds, will give Mr. Olmstead 
about $230 per acre, after paying all 
expenses of the year’s culture, gather­ 
ing and m arketing. One reason of Mr. 
Olmstead’s success in the cultivation 
of the almond is the fact that he keeps 
the ground clear, cultivating uothing 
between tlie trees, nor allowing weeds 
to grownup to rob them . Thorough 
cultivation is required for tlie almond, 
and the trees should he at least tw enty 
feet apart|each w ay.” 


A Jewish Legend.
